On 04 October 1999, applicants filed international application PCT/IE99/00525, which 
claimed priority of an earlier Israel application filed 02 October 1998 A copy of the international 
application was communicated to the USPTO from the Internationa! Bureau on 13 April 2000 
A Demand for international preliminary examination, in which the United States was elected, was 
filed on 27 April 2000, prior to the expiration of nineteen months from the priority date. 
Accordingly, the thirty-month period for paying the basic national fee in the United States expired 
at midnight on 02 April 2001. 

On 02 April 2001, applicants filed national stage papers in the United States The 
submission was accompanied by. inter alia, an authorization to charge the basic national fee 
required by 35 I S C 371(c)( 1 ) and an unexecuted declaration 

On 23 May 2001, the United States Designated Elected Office (DO EO US) mailed a 
Notification of Acceptance of Application Under 35 U S C 371 (Form PCT DO EO l )03), which 
indicated that the international application has met the requirements of 35 U S C 371 



Because the declaration was not executed, the Notification of Acceptance of Application 
Under 3" U S C 371 was mailed in error
